8tep by atep these pupils have been 
educated throughout the eight yeara 
of their school life, without a cent of' 
public money, but at no little expendi- 
ture of money, zealous, loving, efficient 
effort, founded In motives higher than 
things material, until now they are 
prepared to enter our High Schools, 
without examination, for according to 
a rule enacted by the school board of 
the Public School of the city of Maya- 
vllle and printed In the Year Book of 
the Public Schools, pupils graduated 
from schools of standing equal to the 
local public district schools arc ad- 
mitted Into the High School without 
examination. It will hardly be doubt- 
ed that equal In Btandlng with the lo- 
cal public district schools is that 
school which has earned the title, 
"Cradle of Honor Puplla." as has the 
St. Patrick school, for year after year 
the graduates from the grades In the 
St. Patrick schools are to be found 
among the honor pupils of the Public 
High School of this city. 

The patrons of St. Patrick Schools 
are justly proud of their educational 
inatltutlon, for It is a creature of their 
love, a monument to their self sacri- 
ficing fidelity to principle.

Washington, July 17— Sentiment In 
i lie senate toward compromising dif- 
ferences on the food control bill ap- 
parently crystallized today on a group 
if amendments drawn up by Joint con 
ferenoM of Democratic and Republi 
an leaders. 

While on the senate floor another 
ilny wss spent In criticism of the de- 
fense council and other executive bod- 
ies, a reprint of the bill was made 
hibodying the leaders' proposals 
which are expected to remove any 
basic objections and develop general 
support. 

Principal revisions recommended by 
tho leaders are for limitation of gov- 
ernment control of foods, feeds and 
finds, including kerosene and gaso- 
line; creation of a special bourd of 
food administration of three salaried 
commissioners, instead of administra- 
tion by an Individual; fixing by con- 
gross of a basic minimum price of 
$1.75 per bushel for number one north- 
ern wheat; extension of government 
licensing to elevators, farm machln- 
er-, factories, packing houses, coal 
mines and dealers, fertilizer produc- 
ers and wholesalers of such products 
and government purchase and sale, to 
secure reasonable prices of fuel, 
wheat, flour, meat, beans and potatoes 
only. 

Voting on these proposals and other 
amendments is expected to begin to- 
morrow. Among the first to come up 
probably will be that under discussion 
today restricting the sale to the gov- 
ernment of products which the volnn- 
tcer advisers of the defense council 
are personally Interested. Many sena- 
tors during the day s debate urged leg- 
islation to prohibit such representa- 
tives from selling their own warea to 
the government.

SWISS TKADE WITH 

GERMVM IS REVEALED 

Berne, Switzerland, July 16 — R< • 
gardlng American allegations with re 
spect to Swiss exportation* of Ameri 
can cotton and Italian fruit to Ger- 
many the Bund published a precis* 
statement with the object of showing 
that Switzerland has exported no cot- 
ton since the autumn of 1916. Arrange 
ments made with Entente, says the pa 
per, have always been strictly ob 
served, making such importations 
quito Impossible. 

As to the exportation of southen. 
fruits to Germany this passage wai 
continued, the Bund declares, to 
certain extant with the knowledge 
and consent of tho Italian govern- 
ment. It explains that there was a 
kind of compensation traffic between 
Italy and Germany notwithstanding 
the war, Italy sending fruits in return 
for German agricultural machinery. 

It Is pointed out that Switzerland 
had no right nor reason to prevent 
this traffic, which was conducted for 
the most part by Italian merchants.

WASTE NOT, WANT NOT 



Washington, D. C„ July 24— Those 
who heeded the advice of the United 
States Department of Agriculture to 
plant gardens this year are now won- 
dering how best to preserve their 
surplus fruits und vegetables. The 
specialists of the department, who 
have tried out various methods for 
cunning, preserving, drying, pickling, 
and making jam, have recently issued 
bulletins showing how this work may 
lie done successfully. Anyone can 
have these publications for the ask 
Ing, so ignorance of the proper proce 
dure will not serve as a legitimate 
excuse for allowing any garden pro- 
duce to spoil this year. 

Farmers' Bulletin 853, "Hpme Can 
nlng of Fruits and Vegetables" shows 
how fruit may be canned especially 
under conditions exlsiting In the 
South. Some products In that sec 
tlon, the bulletin states, should be 
given intermittent sterilization. This 
consists of applying boiling tern 
peralure to products already packed 
in containers for a certain period on 
each of three successive days. The 
bulletin also gives tried and tested 
recipes for making Jams, fruit but- 
ters, marmalades, preserves and Jel- 
lies. 

When canning is not feasible or 
cans and Jars too expensive, drying 
offers a means of saving large quan 
titles of surplus products which go to 
waste each year. Drying also affords 
a way of conserving portions of food 
too small for canning. Drying may 
be done in the sun, over the kitchen 
stove, or before an electric fan. 
Farmers' Bulletin 841 tells Just how 
to do this, using one of the driers now 
on the market or a homemade appara- 
tus. 

These bulletins are sent out upon 
request by the Division of Publica- 
tions, United States Department of 
Agriculture, Washington, D. C. Send 
for some copies for yourself and tell 
our neighbors about them 
and vegetables preserved In any of 
these ways will help you in planning 
your thrae meals a day next winter.
